POA-Converted 
Plane Forced 
To Crash-Land 


Official investigation is ex- 
pected to reveal the cause of the 
landing gear failure which forced 
down an Air Force T-7 plane yes- 
terday at Ontario International 
Airport. 

Skilled piloting on the part of 
Capt. John Dailey, who crash- 
landed the craft, was _ credited 
with saving the lives of four oth- 
ers aboard the plane. 

Dailey brought his twin-motor 
T-7 in for a belly landing after 
being crippled by a jammed land- 
ing gear. The plane slid for 300 
feet before coming to a stop. The 
plane was badly damaged but 
did not catch fire.

EARTHQUAKE ROCKS MANILA 


MANILA, P. I. (UP)—An earthquake, ranging in intensity 
from moderate to severe, rocked virtually all of Luzon island’ 
yesterday. There were no early reports of casualties or serious 
damage. The shock hit Manila at 11:05 a.m. (10:05 p.m. Wed- 
nesday EST) and lasted about two and a half minutes, Three 
buildings in the dqwntown section were damaged. 
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Death toll in the bus-train tragedy. last October 2, yester- 
day rose to 17 following the death of William E. Radcliffe, 19,

Radcliffe. who was critically injured in the West End's 
worst grade crossing accident, hovered between life and death 


for the past three months. 

He died yesterday in Long 
Beach Naval Hospital, where he 
was brought early in November 
from Kaiser Permenente Hospital 
in Fontana. Radcliffe and one 
other victim in the crash were 
taken to the Kaiser hospital after 
San Antonio Community Hospital 
became filled with the dead and 
dying following the grade cross- 
ing horror. 

Radcliffe was one of the pas- 
sengers in a military bus which 
was bringing a group of USO 
girls and airmen back from a 
beach outing. The bus driver, con- 
fused by directions shouted at 
him by the gaily chattering group, 
turned onto the Union Pacific 
tracks at Archibald avenue and 
Highway 60. 

The UP’s crack streamliner, 
the Pony Express, struck the bus 
doing 73 miles per hour. Bodies 
and wreckage were strewn along 
the track for three-quarters of a 
mile. 

Results of a coroner's inquest 
showed that more time was needed 
to give warning before a train 
approached the grade crossing. 
It was learned that the driver 
only had a few seconds’ warning 
before the train was on top of 
him. 

One survivor of the crash, sec- 
ond worst in the county’s history, 
miraculously escaped death by

Buckeyes Seek 
Revenge for ‘71 
Rose Bowl Loss 


COLUMBUS, O. (UP) — The 
battling Buckeyes of Ohio State 
will be out to avenge a long- 
smouldering indignity suffered at 
the hands of California, when they 
return to the Rose Bowl after 29 
years for a rematch with the 
Golden Bears on January 2. 

In 1921, on their only previous 
visit to the Tournament of Roses 
classic, the Bucks were shellacked, 
21 to 0, by the Bears. That was 
the only setback ever sustained 
by a Big Ten Conference repre- 
sentative, in five trips to the Rose 
Bowl. 

It was a Big Ten team that won 
the inaugural Rose Bowl in 1902, 
when Michigan walloped Stanford, 
49 to 0. And since the advent of 
the ‘closed shop” agreement, the 
Big Ten extended its dominance 
with victories by Illinois, Mich- 
igan and Northwestern, in the past 
three Rose Bowl clashes. 

That provides any representa- 
tive of the football-proud Big Ten 
an impressive reputation to up- 
hold in the California classic. 

Ignoring the role of six-point 
underdogs slapped on his team 
by oddsmakers, Coach Wes Fesler 
hoped to turn the trick with one 
of the most versatile backfields 
in OSU history. Almost - every 
man in the Buckeye backfield is 
a running and passing threat. 

Quarterback Pandel Savic, Ohio 
State’s brainy signal-caller, does 
most of the passing, but Jerry 
Krall, Ray Hamilton, Jim Clark 
and Vie Janowicz all have proved 
talented pigskin pitchers during 
the season. 

Savic completed 35 out of 84 
passes for 575 yards, and six 
touchdowns, as the Buckeyes won 
six games, lost one and tied two 
to win a share of the Big Ten 
title with Michigan. 

Krall, the team’s best :unner, 
with an average of 4.7 yards per 
carry, connected on 17 out of 39, 
and Clark completed 10 out of 29 
despite the fact that he played a 
lot on defense and missed the last 
two games because of a leg in- 
jury. 

Fullback Fred Morrison is the 
only back on the squad who has 
stuck strictly to the ground. A 
215-pound bulldozer who led the 
Buckeyes in scoring with 48 
points, Morrison doubles as a 
punter and has averaged 38.1 
yards on 49 kicks.

Pointing out that New York's 
difficulties are due to lack of rain- 
fall and insufficient aqueduct fa- 
cilities, the engineers responsible 
for water service to Los Angeles 
and 27 other cities with a. popula- 
tion of more than 3,526,000, said 
the local situation is “completely 
different.” 

“Our aqueducts are built and 
working,” they said, “and records 
covering a 50-year period show 
that we can count upon having 
sufficient water available to meet 


Colorado River supply, through 
defeat of the proposed Arizona 
project, was emphasized by their 
statement that “there is no other 
supply to which Southern Cali- 
fornia can turn.” 

“From here on out,” the experts 
agreed, “Colorado River water is 
the key to Southern California’s 
continued growth and prosperity.”
